steadily  augmented  during  recent  yeors,  ore,  yet  barely  adequate  to 
our  needs,  it  may  be  as  well  therefore  to  examine  our  position  in 
this  respect  e little  more  broadly,  and  from  the  yeors  1940  and 
1941,  to  obtain  o composite  picture  more  revealing  os  regards 
potentialities  end  needs.

These  onnuol  figures  demonstrate  0 remarkable  constoncy  of 
consumption,  on  increosing  drew  on  the  Whittle  Shoft,  end,  0 
corresponding  dwindling  contribution  from  Uphollond.  By  the  loss 
the  supply  from  Uphollend  we  shell  be  the  poorer  in  1942  then  in 
1941  to  the  extent  of  4,522,000  gels.  But  this  figure  does  not 
represent  the  reel  deficiency  we  shell  hove  to  meet.  For  0 greet

^ "The  '{fenerel  stenderd  of  housing  wes  greetly  reined  during  the 
thirties  end  until  recent  months  overcrowding  os  judged  by 
Ministry  of  Heelth  stenderds  wes  elmost  ebollshed.  During  the  first 
yeer  of  the  forties  no  houses  of  eny  kind  were  erected  end  no 
houses  were  demolished.  All  development  wes  indeed  brought  to  e 
stendstlll  end  then  in  the  metter  of  e few  weeks  in  the  eutumn  of 
the  yeer  the  Merseyside  re  ids  sheltered  ell  our  overcrowding 
stenderds  end  stetistics.  Greet  influxes  of  people  required 
eccommodetion  in  p metter  of  e few  hours,  prlvete  billeting  wes  et 
first  uncontrolleble  end  indetermineble.  only  Inter  did  public 
billeting  restore  e semblence  of  order  eccording  to  revised 
stenderds.  Stebility  wes  greduelly  echieved.

All  shops,  stnlls  nnd  vehicles,  nnd  pieces  where  food  is  prepored 
hove  been  inspected,  but  no  couse  for  complnint  hoe  orison  nnd  no 
infectious  disense  hos  been  reported  in  connection  with  persons 
den ling  with  such  food. 

The  inspection  of  locelly  slnughtered  enimnls  is  the  duty  of  the 
Sonitnry  inspector  who  includes  in  his  report  on  nccount  of  such 
inspect  ions.

form  in  the  Greenfield  Orphenege  in  Februery  when  within  10  dp. ye 
23  cpeee  were  notified , ppproximeting  to  one  fifth  of  the  full 
complement  of  the  institution.  Subsequently , ieolpted  coses  only 
occurred  during  the  reran inder  of  the  first  hplf  of  the  ye p r . Then  in 
July  mother  epidemic  broke  out  in  the  pd joining  pprts  of  Billinge 
Higher  end  end  i/inetp nley  pnd  continuing  e few  months  yielded  12 
not  if icptions  in  July,  10  in  August,  2 in  September,  4 in  October 
pnd  1 in  November,  p totpl  of  27.  Mepnwhile  p less  extensive 
outbrepk  pt  the  other  end  of  the'  district,  in  Billinge  Chppel  End, 
resulted  in  3 notif icptions  in  August,!,  in  September  pnd  6 in 
October.  Though  the  infectivity  pnd  consequent  spreed  were  so  mprkod 
the  virulence  of  the  infection  wps  not  high  pnd  uncompliceted  pnd 
speedy  recoveries  were  the  rule.  No  use  wps  mode  of  convplescent 
serum.  The  relptive  freedom  of  the  district  from  diptherip , one  cpse 
of  frucal  diptheriP  only  being  notified,  cpnnot  be  pttributed.  to 
therepe  uticelly  pcquired  immunity  on  Pny  scple.  The  scheme  to  this 
end  wps  not  introduced  until  the  enrly  months  of  the  following  yerr. 
Both  immunising  toxoid  pnd  nntitoxin  hpve  however  been  p vnilnble  to 
medicpl  prectitioners  on  epplicption  for  yeprs.  It  is  interesting  t c 
pdd  thpt  since  the  introduction  of  the  scheme  pnd  until  quite 
recently  no  cpse  hpd  been  reported. 

Cerebro  spinel  meningitis  wps  pn  unusupl  pddition  to  the 
notifipble  infectious  list  pnd  so  pIso  were  the  cps.es  of  peute 
poliomyelitis  pnd  peute  polioencephplitis.  Dip  gnosis  wps  esteblished 
in  the  2 ceses  of  cerebrospinel  meningitis  by  spinel  fluid 
exeminetion.  No  connection  could  be  treced  between  the  two  p s to 
cross  infection  or  to  p common  source.  Both  “were  isoleted  end 
successfully  tr opted  pt  home  ps  no  provision  for  hospitel  treetment 
of  such  ceses  hes  been  mode  in  Billinge.  The  prompt  exhibition  of  e 
new  form  of  treetment  wps  pdequete  in  producing  p surprising  speed 
of  recovery  end  minimising  the  dengor  of  spreed,  trensf orming  the 
significence  of  the  diseese  both  from  the  public  heelth  end  personel 
points  of  view  to  one  of  elmost  minor  consequence.
